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The long awaited construction of the Stoneridge 
Drive extension to El Charro Road is nearing 
completion and is expected to be done by early 

fall of this year. Construction is rapidly advancing on the 
project that will include two parallel bridges across the 
Arroyo Mocho, one for eastbound traffic, the other for 
westbound traffic. Once open, traffic on the bridge will 
initially be limited to one lane in each direction.
 As we prepare for the opening, improvements are also 
being made to Santa Rita Road around the intersection 
at Stoneridge Drive to accommodate and improve traffic 
flow. A northbound dedicated right turn lane from Santa 
Rita Road onto Stoneridge Drive is one of the most dis-
tinctive changes. In addition, an existing eastbound curb 
lane on Stoneridge Drive will be converted to a free right 
turn lane onto Santa Rita Road. Finally, the east side of 
Santa Rita Road will connect to a trail improvement proj-
ect along the Iron Horse Trail.
 A five-acre neighborhood park adjacent to the Ston-
eridge Drive extension will provide residents with two new 
tennis courts, a grass field and a walking path. Nearby, 
progress continues on Stoneridge Creek, which encom-

Trash Compactors
 The popularity of downtown Pleasanton is sometimes visible 
through overflowing bins which cannot accommodate the volume 
of trash generated by large crowds such as Friday Concerts in the 
Park or First Wednesdays. Help is on the way in the form of two 
new solar powered trash compactors that are double-sided, with 
one side for trash and the other for recyclables. The new bins can 
hold up to five times more than standard waste and recycling 
bins.
 Purchased with Measure D funds, the compactors have 
indicator lights to reveal if the can is empty, almost full, or full. 
This web-based technology also allows monitors to determine 
the amount of recyclables collected in each can. The new bins 
are expected to dramatically reduce the collection frequency and 
overflows, without reducing service levels; divert recyclables 
from the waste stream; and use wireless monitoring to optimize 
collection performance. 
 Two BigBelly Solar Intelligent Waste and Recycling collection 
bins will be located in downtown Pleasanton, one near the 
Firehouse Arts Center and Wayside Park, and one on the plaza 
in front of Tully’s. Three other portable units have also been 
purchased to supplement at large events, soccer tournaments and 
swim meets.
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	 President John F. Ken-
nedy left us with an im-
portant legacy regarding 
the value of participating 
in government service.

Fire Department offers some 
tips for outdoor cooking this 
summer season with safety in 
mind. More than 14 million 
U.S. households use propane 
barbeque grills. If you are 
one of them, be sure to check 
the connection between the 
propane tank and the fuel line 
to ensure that the tubes aren’t 
blocked or leaking. If you 
ever smell gas while cooking, 
move away from the grill 
immediately and call the fire 
department; do not try to move 
the grill!
 Some general safety 
guidelines for propane and 
charcoal grills include:
• Be sure to keep a three-foot 
radius clear around the grill and 
designate the area as a “no play 
zone” for children and pets. 

• Prior to grilling, position the 
grill away from the house, deck 
railing, overhanging eaves, or 
tree branches. 
• Propane and charcoal grills 
are for outdoor use only, and 
if used inside, can expose you 
to toxic carbon monoxide and 
pose a serious fire risk.
• Don’t wear loose fitting 
clothing while grilling. If clothing 
does catch on fire, remember to 
Stop, Drop, and Roll!
• Always use long handled 
grill tools to keep your hands 
far from the flame.
• Never leave a grill 
unattended.
 As we head into fall later 
this year, the National Fire 
Protection Association will 
observe Fire Prevention Week 
in October. The 2013 theme 

is Prevent Kitchen Fires, since 
cooking is the leading cause 

of home fires and home fire 
injuries. Not surprisingly, 
unattended cooking was a 
factor in 34% of reported home 
cooking fires, and two-thirds 
of those fires started with 
the ignition of food or other 
cooking materials, such as oil.
